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 Solicitor’s Report: 


To the Inhabitants of the County of Coos: 


I herewith submit my report as County Solicitor for 
the year ending December 31, 1928. 

I have prosecuted before the various Municipal Courts. 
of the County approximately one hundred thirty-seven. 
liquor cases, an increase of twenty-six over 1927. 

The only case of importance was the indictment. for: 
murder against George Harl Robichaud which will be: 
covered in the report. By accepting a plea of guilty of 
manslaughter in the second degree, the State was saved. 
the heavy expense ineident to murder trials and the public: 
was amply protected. 

In the case of State vs. Arthur Boiselle, which was ap-- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, the Court overruled'the ex: 
ceptions and the respondent was committed to jail for the 
term of one year and aj payment of a fine of two hundred 
dollars and costs of one hundred dollars. There are two. 
other cases pending against the said Arthur Boiselle in 
which the Municipal. Court had sentenced him to pay a 
fine of five hundred dollars and costs, and one year in jail 
in each case. These cases cannot be tried. until he has. 
completed the serving of the present sentence. 

In the case of State vs. Phillippe L. Beaudoin who was. 
convicted of illegal transportation October 4th, 1927, and. 
appealed to the Supreme Court. The appeal was with-. 
drawn and he was sentenced on November 24, 1928, to six. 
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months in jail and a fine of five hundred dollars and costs 
taxed at three hundred and fifty dollars. 

In the case of State vs. Buick Coach, which was taken 
to the Supreme Court on the question of seizure of anauto- 
mobile containing liquor which was under hen claim. 
The Supreme Court handed down a decision in favor of 
the State and the car was sold and proceeds turned 
over to the County. 

The case of State vs. H. L. Hinton is still pending in 
the Supreme Court, and will no doubt be in order for argu- 
ment at the March term. 

The ease of State vs. Biron which was tried at the 
December Term, 1927, and an appeal taken is still pending 
action of the Superior Court. 

A thorough investigation into the death of Margaret 
Poliquin was made. Dr. Kingsford of Hanover, State Path- 
ologist, performed an autopsy with Medical Referee Dr. 
W. F. Noyes, but no evidence of foul play was found, and 
the parties questioned in the case were exonerated of any 
‘blame.
